Also avoid 
drying knitted woolens, glass 
fiber draperies and articles 
containing foam r u b b ,e r , 
sponge rubber or other rubber- 
like materials.

—Lower thermostat settings 


to 68 degrees at night and when 
no one will be in the house for 24 
hours or more. If any rooms are 
not used during winter months, 
turn off registers and radiators 
and close them up. Heating 
costs increase 3 per cent for ev- 
ery degree over 70. Reducing a 
thermostate four degrees can 
save |160 on a $60-a-month 
heating bill. 


—Check furnaces to make 


sure they are operating effi- 
ciently and the filters are clean. 
Furnaces operating improperly 
will waste fuel, cause furnace 
damage and could prove a 
health hazard. 


—Insulate exterior walls, ceil- 


ings and floors, starting with 
the attic and working down. If 
an uninsulated home is insulat- 
ed to meet FHA standards, fuel 
consumption and heating bills 
can be reduced 23 per cent. Ful- 
ly insulated homes could realize 
a savings of from 45 to 55 per 
cent.

The entire operation lasted 


two minutes. 


It was Brazil's fourth political

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Bar Plan Denied 
Committee Okays 
Salary Hikes for 
Appointed Offices

The O u t a g a m i e County 


Board's Courts and Law En- 
forcement Committe has voted 
to deny the bar association's pro- 
posal for salary hikes for judges 
and court-related officials, and 
then okayed its own resolution 
calling for a 5 per cent across- 
the-board increase for the coun- 
ty's approintive offices. 


Members apparently took the 


second action in response to 
that of the executive committee 
which met last week. That group 
adopted the personnel commit- 
tee's recommendation for a 15 
per cent salary increase for the 
county's elected officials. 


Supv. John Schreiter, Apple- 


ton, who made the motion for 
the 5 per cent hike, defended it 
by saying, "If it will be given to 
the elected people, then it 
should be given to our (appoint- 
ed) people also. They should be 
considered along with everyone 
else. 


Called 'Inconsistent 


Chairman of the committee, 


Supv. Paul Huseby, Appleton, 
called the action inconsistent in 
light of his committee's denial 
of raises for the judges at all, 
as expressed by its vote on 
the bar association proposal. He 
voted "no" to the 5 per cent 
plan, as did another committee 
member, 
Supv. Carl Runte, 


Kaukauna. Schreiter and the 
two other committee members 
went along with the plan. 


Schreiter hoped his proposal

Archaic Political Calendar 


In Madison today Gov.-Elect Patrick 


J. Lucey has become painfully aware of 
the limitations of the statutory calendar 
as it governs the duties of the state 
executive. He is working long hours to 
master the single most challenging and 
significant task of the governor of the 
state, which is the preparation and 
presentation of the state's budget to the 
legislature which will convene early in 
January. 


The statutory schedule that governs 


is both inflexible and unrealistic. 
Presumably it was possible for a 
governor to comprehend quickly the 
fiscal operations of the state government 
under his leadership and command 
when the yearly general fund ap- 
propriations were under $50,000,000, 
which was about the scope of state 
spending when the governor-elect at- 
tained his majority about 30 years ago. 


But today it is absurd to expect either 


a thorough understanding or careful 
preparation of a budget of proposed 
expenditures that is likely to exceed $2 
billions for the btennium, or about ten 
times the scope of the state's financial 
commitments when Mr. Lucey cast 
his first vote in a Crawford County 
hamlet about 1940. 


It is time for the legislature to consider 


a revision of the Wisconsin political 
calendar, which retains essentially the 
timetable that suited our ancestors in 
the 18th Century and has not been 
modified for any better reason than the 
fact that nobody has ever troubled 
himself to ponder reasonable alter- 
natives. 


The handicap is found not in the 


statutes governing the timing of the 
budget, but in the schedule of elections. 
The due date for the executive budget of 
Feb. 1 is a reasonable one, remembering 
that the traditional fiscal year begins on 
July 1 and the legislature must have 


time to examine appropriations with 
care. 


The increasingly visible deficiencies 


of the calendar are in the forepart of the 
schedule, namely, the traditional dates 
for .primary and general elections that 
have remained unchanged from the days 
of the forefathers although the cir- 
cumstances that influenced them in the 
first instance bear no relation to the 
conditions of the last third of the 20th 
Century. 


Mr. Lucey %vas elected on November 


3. Men need a respite after the labors of 
a campaign. The law requires public 
presentation and hearings on budget 
requests. At the most liberal in- 
terpretation, the governor therefore will 
have only a few weeks in which to study 
and ponder the needs of the state, his 
own desires, and his campaign com- 
mitments, in relation to the funding 
resources at hand or reasonably in 
prospect through tax law revisions. That 
is a high pressure timetable, indeed, for 
work of such importance to all of us. 


Why do we have our elections in 


November? For no reason that we have 
ascertained except that we inherited the 
practices of our political ancestors, and 
they lived in an agricultural state when 
.such matters were arranged according 
to the convenience of farmers and their 
planting, cultivating, and harvesting 
schedules. Parenthetically, we now 
permit candidates to campaign for eight 
or nine months, in preparation for the 
primary election in September, while 
giving them only a few weeks to cam- 
paign as nominees in the November 
election.

primary to June, as in other states, and 
the general election to September, would 
suit the circumstances of the times, the 
habits of parties and candidates and the 
needs of our elected state officers to 
prepare themselves adequately for 
taking up their duties in January.

A Dangerous Foreign Trade Bill 


Once again from what appears to be 


lack of leadership from the White House, 
perhaps because of lack of decision, 
there is a change in American policy 
that could have far reaching and not at 
all beneficial results. 


President Nixon mentioned that 


perhaps trade quotas would have to be 
placed upon textiles to protect American 
manufacturers. This has been in- 
terpreted as a promise to Senator Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina for the 
letter's support of Mr. Nixon and strong 
activities to get him the Republican 
nomination on the first ballot in 1968. 
However that may be, negotiations 
between the Japanese, heavy exporters 
to the United States of textiles as well as 
other materials, and Americans broke 
down last summer. The voluntary 
restrictions which the Japanese had 
adopted apparently were to be scuttled. 


Last week the House of Represen- 


tatives passed a trade bill which would 
impose far tougher restrictions on some 
imports than in many years, especially 
upon textiles and shoes. "But it also 
provided that other industries might find 
relief if they could show injury because 
of imports. However, it would also 
authorize the President to compensate 
importing countries by reducing tariffs 
on other items and establish tax in- 
centives for exporting companies in the 
United States. 


One of the major problems with this 


sort of legislation is that it won't end 
there. Whether or not foreign countries 
are really hurt by -the proposal, there 


will be retaliations, already being an- 
nounced around the world. Trade 
restriction is a two way street and while 
quotas or high tariffs protect one 
American industry they do so at the 
expense of American industries which 
export. And it is obvious that textiles and 
shoes at least are going to cost more for 
Americans than in the past if the bill 
goes through. Without the foreign 
competition it is simply a matter of 
applying what the trade'will bear. This 
may be offset to some extent by more job 
opportunities in those particular fields. 
Once again, how does one choose as to 
which group of individuals is to be 
helped and which handicapped by trade 
legislation? 


Whatever the merits of import quotas 


at. a time when unemployment and 
prices are up in the United States, we do 
oppose the way the bill is now being 
approached in the Senate. The aim is to 
attach it to a social security bill which is 
generally popular. If trade quotas are in 
the national interest—and we seriously 
doubt that they are considering the 
retaliation and the general trend over 
the last three decades at least toward 
freer trade—they should be voted upon 
strictly upon their own merits or lack of 
them. 


But President Nixon, while he 


proposed a much less stringent bill, 
never really came out in favor of 
anything. Whether he has become a 
creature of his pre-election promises we 
do not know but the suggestion is cer- 
tainly there.

during school hours but today 
I was and happened to be 
watching an area TV channel 
at the time of the tornado. At 
approximately 10:15 there 
was some interference with 
the picture which I dismissed 
from my mind until some ten 
minutes later this channel 
sent out a weather bulletin 
about a tornado warning—for 
three counties, including 
Outagamie. I worried about 
my children at school.... 


I have a healthy respect for 


tornados since I, with my 
family, have been in one. Only 
in this one there were five 
fatalities within a quarter 
mile of us—this in the state of 
Minnesota some years 
ago. 


I tuned the radio to a local 


Fox City radio station and 
waited 
for

nouncement of the warning. It 
didn't come. I called to ask if 
they were aware of the 
situation. They weren't. 


My point is—why the time 


difference between critical 
warning information reaching 
a TV station and the time it 
reaches a close-by radio 
station? I would guess the 
time difference was about ten 
minutes. I am sure this is a 


matter of record somewhere. 


In any event, it is something 


This is in no 
way meant as a criticism of 
radio but is just an " ob- 
servation made after som§ 
critical moments this morning 
during which a very bad 
situation could have become 
much worse. I believe news of 
such a local area and of so 
critical a nature should be 
made almost immediately 
available to all (especially 
major) radio stations and TV.

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Inflation Battle 
Intensified by 
White House 


Executive Branch 
Taking the Fight 
To Working Man

NEW YORK (AP) - The ex- 


ecutive branch has now decided 
to use more actively its abilities 
to communicate with and edu- 
cate the public in the battle with 
inflation but it has stopped far 
short of commiting its power. 


In the eyes of many, mainly 


the advocates of wage-price 
guide deposits or rigid controls, 
the President remains in the po- 
sition of a very concerned spec- 
tator rather than a partcipant. 


In a sense, he is the official of 


an increasingly brutal football 
game who adheres strictly to 
the book, refraining from in- 
volving himself overtly in the 
outcome but forced now and 
then to caution the most unruly 
players 


If this analogy is carried fur- 


ther, you may imagine the spec- 
tators wondering when the offi- 
cial is going to step off some 
stiff penalties or even toss some 
of the participants out of the 
ballgame thus directly affect- 
ing the outcome 


The truth is that the adminis- 


tration has been far more active 
in the inflation fight.but much 
of its participation has been in- 
direct and lacking in spectator 
appeal 


Presidents Johnson and Ken- 


nedy were more colorful, force- 
ful and personal in their styles, 
each of them rolling back indus- 
trial price increases by commit- 
ing personal, political aitd presi- 
dential power 


Nixon eschews such activities, 


but he works as hard and 
maybe more wisely He has res- 
trained 
government spending 


and, 
in conjunction with the 


Federal Reserve Board, institut- 
ed a tight money policy that 
forced a slowdown 


This has produced some bene- 


ficial results Viewed over a 
nod of months, inflation has 
been slowed somewhat But, in 
the words of Prof Paul Samuel- 
son, recent Nobel Prize winner, 
the results are in the eye of the 
expert 


Ordinary Americans may be- 


lieve that the Nixon policies are 
producing underlying and long- 
range improvements, but they 
want to see the results too They 
don't want to rely on others to 
tell them. 


In other words, their eye is 


not on the eye of the expert who 
can see the small improve- 
ments It is on their pocket- 
books They either fail to see 
what is being done or see only 
the negative aspects, such as 
unemployment, and so the Pres- 
ident gives the picture of rot 
being involved in their con- 
cerns 


With the 1972 political season 


only a year away, there is con- 
siderable speculation now con- 
cerning the wisdom or the abili- 
ty of the President to refrain 
from more direct involvenent.
